When the personal collides with 
the political, someone is bound to 
get panned. Diana Son’s play Stop 
Kiss is clearly not about two 
“default-heteros” coming out; it is 
about — as Kevin Sutley so consid- 
erately substantiates in the director's 
notes for the ignorant and the oblivi- 
ous — “two people falling in love’.

Unfortunately, some parts are lost 
completely, but the new version 
kindly adds intertitles, (identified by 
a different typeface than the original) 
to fill you in on the action. The over- 
all impact of the film (which finally 
makes sense!) is heightened by the 
bright, clean print and the fully 
orchestrated original German score, 
replaced in the 80s by Giorgio 
Moroder’s conceptual (and very 
’80s) soundtrack. 

The storytelling relies mostly on 
broad gestures and visual cues. 
Lang, who studied architecture 
before turning to film, uses a soaring 
Modernist style to indicate the deca- 


dence of the ruling class of the city of 
Metropolis, but then reveals its other 
side, a highly mechanized, subter- 
ranean working class. 

Freder (Gustav Frohlich) is the son 
of Joh Fredersen (Alfred Abel ), the 
ruler of Metropolis. During an after- 
noon frolic in the Eternal Garden, a 
lush Eden inhabited by exotic plants, 
birds and women, he is interrupted 
by Maria (Brigitte Helm), the daugh- 
ter of a worker, who appears with a 
group of worker children. “These 
are your brothers,” she says, and 
Freder is smitten. 

In his quest to find this girl, he 
descends into the lower city, seeing 
the dehumanized workers toiling at 
their machines. Shocked, he runs to 
tell his father, who replies that it is 
simply the place of the worker. Just 
then it is discovered that workers are 
plotting something; angry that his 
assistant was ignorant of this fact, 
Fredersen fires him, condemning 
him to a life underground. 

Upset, Freder decides to join the 
workers, which eventually leads him

While the story could be seen as

The con- 
cerns of Metropolis also parallel the 
tumultuous events of the early 20th 
Century industrialization and the 


mounting chaos of the Weimar 
years.

The sheer scale of this film is awe- 
inspiring. With a budget of 5.3 mil- 
lion marks and using a rumoured 
36,000 extras, Metropolis nearly bank- 
rupted UFA, the German studio 
which also housed F.W. Murnau 
and G.W. Pabst. Thankfully, for 5.3 
million marks, you can buy a hell of 
a lot of visual thunder, which is why 
you should see this movie in the first 
place. And now with the inclusion of 
the once completely excised sub- 
plots, what I used to consider a his- 
torically important but rather dull 
and clumsy film is watchable for its 
own sake.

Callahan takes the spotlight in the 
film as Johnny Doyle, a hustler who 
realizes his aspirations to go pro 
have been stifled by his unscrupu- 
lous mentor, Joe, played by a greasy 
Chazz Palmintieri. Although Johnny 
ditches Joe, he still has to take flak 
from his law school girlfriend, Tara 
(Allison Eastwood), who's had 
enough of his lowball lifestyle and 
wants him to get a real job. He also 
has to worry about his younger 
brother Danny (Michael 
Rosenbaum, AKA Lex Luthor on 
Smallville) adopting his wayward 
ways. Bonding with a rich billiard- 
lover (Walken) doesn’t make his 
path any clearer. 

Johnny has to figure out who he 
really is. Can he slug it out in a blue- 
collar workforce to appease his girl 
and set an example for Danny, or 
will he heed the call of the felt and 
the lure of easy money? Maybe all 
he really needs is a father figure? 
Perhaps he yearns for the confidence 
to go legit on the circuit? Or maybe 
he just needs to prove himself 
against his former teacher's new 
prodigy (played by Rick Schroeder). 

The central problem with the film 
is that its point is unclear. Is ita dra- 
matic coming of age story? A heart- 
felt relationship movie? A comedic 
party flic? A gangster morality tale? 
A thrilling “sports” yarn? There are 
strong elements of each, but none 
are developed much, stunting the 
character arcs and watering down 
the story in the process. 

Poolhall Junkies would be easy to 
dismiss as amateur muck, but : 
there’s something about the way its 
world seems important, even to non- 
pool lovers. Danny and his buddies 
are likeable lunkheads for their 
Swingers-type angst, Rod Steiger as 
the philosophical pool hall patriarch 
seeps wisdom, and the reasons 
behind Tara's attraction to a lower 
class bad boy slacker seem worth 
knowing. 

As the fetishized shots of Johnny 
knocking balls in holes while crack- 
ing innuendo demonstrate, Callahan 
is a better pool player than an actor 
or director, yet he’s still quite like- 
able. Mite it’s his hilarious Chris 
Walken hair (the two compliment 
each other on their ‘dos in one 
scene), the charisma he brings to the 
movie, or simply the appreciation 
one can have for a guy who can 
make a really tough bank shot off 
the rail. 

With a decent script (Callahan 
and writing partner Chris Corso 
apparently banged out the first draft 
of Junkies in a mere two weeks), 
Mars might shoot the moon as a 
character actor. , 

Hell never reach the epic heights 
of Sir Christopher Walken, but 
hair's a good start.

Quatre farces de Tchekhow, an evening 
of four one-act farces that opened last 
night at La Cité Francophone, is a far 
cry from the far more dour full-length 
dramas — The Cherry Orchard, Uncle 
Vanya, Three Sisters — usually associat 
ed with acclaimed Russian play- 
wright, says director Brian Dooley 

“The evening is comprised of four 
vaudeville pieces that aren't quite 
French boulevard or bedroom farces,” 
he says, noting the one-act “On the 
Harmfulness of Tobacco” (a piece 
Chekhov wrote twice) is being 
matched in the evening’s first half 
with “A Marriage Proposal”, while 
“The Reluctant Tragedian” and “The 
Bear” comprise the second half. Given 
Chekhov's leanings, the audience get 
an evening loaded with his trade- 
marked irony albeit in a lighter pack- 
age: “A Mariage Proposal” is an over- 
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the-top quarrel over land and dogs 
that leads to a bizarre offer of nuptials; 
“On the Harmfulness of Tobacao” is 
an academic lecture that morphs into a 
rant about the speaker's tyrannical 
wife; “The Bear” is a dual challenge 
that inadvertently leads to love; and 
“The Reluctant Tragedian” turns a sul- 
cidal man’s request for help into a 
bizarre demand for a favour. (Quatre 
farces de Tchekhov stars René Aubin, 

] Cournoyer, Isabelle Rousseau 
and Erick Sirois.) 

“1 was asked to direct this play last 
summer and thought that it would be 
alot of fun. I've directed the classic 
stuff of his and thought it would be 
great to do the less serious work that 
can be broadly played — it’s almost like 
sketch comedy. Not to mention it’s 
great to have the opportunity to work 
in French again,” says the fluently 
bilingual Dooley, who moved to 
Edmonton from his native Montreal in 
1995. 

‘| was brought up bilingually in the 
Eastern Townships and don’t know 
anything else. I can’t imagine going 
through life unilingually,” says 
Dooley, whose mother was a 
Francophone. “I'm a great believer in 
bilingualism and know that I’ve had 
much greater access to things because 
of it.

Respecting the unique nature of all 
four autonomous works, Dooley says 
he's resisting applying a singular style 
to the evening, “I’m letting all that 
come out of the text, even though I’m 
rendering some of it rather broadly 
like a silent film or with cartoon-y 
touches.

Shadow Theatre production is not 
only a flawless display of dramatic 
splendours, it’s also as totally Gallic 
an evening as you can get. 

Like her equally brainy Art, Reza’s 
The Unexpected Man centers around a 
deadly simple set-up. Instead of 
three old friends divided over the 
purchases of a white-on-white paint- 
ing, this play is about two literary 
animals painfully separated by the 
very textual passion that unites 
them. In short, Martha, an ever-opti- 
mistic Parisian and lover of literature 
(Coralie Cais) finds herself sharing 
a train compartment with a certain 
Paul Prasky (John Sproule), her 
favourite (albeit professionally can- 
tankerous) novelist. 

Totally awed by the coincidence 
of being tossed in with this writer 
who she has shared “her whole life” 
with, Martha finds herself stunned 
into silence. Retreating to an intricate 
monologue, this iiber-fan struggles 
mightily to find some way of 
broaching contact. 

Not even daring to pull out the 
copy of his latest novel — The 
Unexpected Man — she’s convenient- 
ly carrying in her bag, Martha ends

For his end, Parsky barely notices 
Martha, so caught up is he in his 
Own energetic internal dialogue, 
alternating between ¢ ffering up the 
audience droll monkey-brain interi- 
or chattering about bagatelles like 
his regularity / use of Ex-Lax and a 
larger existential angst about the 
larger project of his writing career 

In short, Parsky is terrified of not 
being understood as a writer enter- 
ing the “twilight” years of his writer- 
ly project, and beseeches the uni- 
verse for a single perfect reader 
who'd “get” him and his words 
(hence his subtextual panic that most 
of the literary process is a mutually 
impenetrable projection, making his 
career a tiny bit of a scam). 

If the play sounds like it owes a lot 
to European structural and post- 
structural philosophies, that’s cause 
it most likely does, but it grabs for 
the cerebral brass ring, with nary an 
overreach, practically embodying all 
these lofty concepts in a convention- 
al enough dramatic fashion, with 
tour-de-force writing that never 
shows off for the sake of showing 
off, 

Nevertheless, this work is 
nowhere as dense as I may just have 
made it out to be. Ultimately simple 
without being simplistic, there's 
great purity in the emotional con- 
tent, in the performances and in the 
technical realities of the production 

We're presented with an elegant, 
pared-down set, light in fixtures 
(garden benches and faux train sta- 
tion pillars), supplemented by an 
intermittent line of mirrors to the 
back of the players and three on the 
floor. This last touch gives a deep 
Lacanian narcissistic je ne sais quoi 
to the play, and is deployed dramati- 
cally to great effect by director John 
Hudson. 

As for the acting, I don’t have to 
say anything other than point out 
the evident fact that I was gifted 
with an exceptional performance by 
two of Edmonton’s better thespians.

In Princess, each member of the 
casts unpacks the lore surrounding 
those archetypal females and asks — 
impertinence! — what the women 
involved might think about their 
proto-royal status, since nobody has 
been particularly interested in 
inquiring before. 

So Jocelyn Ahlf, whose distinctive 
voice makes her a playwright to be 
reckoned with, peels away the sim- 
ple-minded perception of Snow 
White's stepmother in a clever and 
delightfully acid analysis of the after- 
math of life at the top of the Queen 
game.

Even you can create a garden on your balcony 


THIS CRUEL GAME OF THAW AND 
snow the weather gods are playing 
with us these days means one thing: 
it’s spring in Edmonton! 

Yes, it’s time to clean last year’s col- 
lection of beer bottles off your balcony 
and make it into a snow-drift free 
place you might actually enjoy spend- 
ing long summer evenings. 

One of the best ways to make that 
unsightly balcony a little closer to par- 
adise is by decorating it with plants 
But if you're like many apartment 
owners and the only “growing 
things” you're really adept at keeping 
around are the ones colonizing in 
your sink, you're going to need some 
help. 

Enter Jim Hole, co-owner of Hole’s 
and a 25-year gardening veteran. He 
says that it’s best to start planning 
ir garden early to ensure that you 
what you like. “You really should 
me plan,” he advises ‘It’s best 












to go early and discuss w ith the gar- 
den centre staff what your conditions 
are like 

According to Hole, the first consid- 
eration when starting a balcony gar- 
den is sunlight. “As far as balconies 
go, if you're looking at growing the 
vegetables or the sunny annuals, then 








you want to have 6 hours or more of 
direct sunlight starting from 11 
o'clock onward 

Even if you don’t have that, there 
are stil! possibilities. “If you don’t 
have that amount of sunlight then 
you have to go to shade gardens,”

Hole says. “For example, you could 
put begonias in there. As far as veg- 
etables go, you could put in more of 
the lettuce crops.” 

A common excuse for not greening 
up apartments is plain old ineptitude, 
but Hole says you just need to grow 
smart. “People that are pressed for 
time or who feel they have a black 
thumb should look at purchasing big- 
ger plants. Don’t waste your time on 
the small ones because you have to 
spend your time babying those 
things. If you want to look like a 
genius as far as a gardener, get the 
bigger tomato plants that are already 
in flower. It’s just a matter of main- 
taining the watering and adding a bit 
of fertilizer and they’Il grow perfect- 
ly.” 

Hole recommends choosing a high 
quality potting soil, which is actually a 
soil-less mix, to keep things as simple 
as possible. “It’s lightweight. It hasn't 
diseases in there. It doesn’t have 
insects. It doesn’t have weeds. So 
when you go ont on your deck, 
you're not going out there to weed 
containers and you don’t have to 
carry all this heavy stuff up to your 
apartment or your condo.” 

He also suggests choosing a larger 
container for your plants that will 
hold moisture longer. “The plants will 
have more room to root and they per- 
form better,” he explains. “So for a 
tomato plant, for example, I would 
recommend at least a 15-20 liter sized 
container. If you're doing hanging

baskets, would say 12 inch diameter 
pots. Bigger will give you better per- 
formance. The little eight-inch hang- 
ing baskets are too small because they 
dry out really quickly.” 

For sunny apartments, Hole recom- 
mends a herb garden. “You just can’t 
buy that kind of quality in the stores,” 
he insists. “But you do need lots of 
sunlight for most of the herbs because 
if you go less than six hours then the 
flavour goes downhill. 

“Some people will actually make a 
herb tower,” he adds. “You can get 
these different containers made out of 
clay that you can stick on your deck 
and they have on the side little pock- 
ets where you can put your herbs.” 

No matter what kind of plants you 
choose, however, Hole warns that 
you must secure the containers care- 
fully to the balcony. “Make sure you 
use top-notch, approved brackets to 
hold those containers on there,” he 
says. They’ ve got to be secure in the 
wind. What some people will dois 
put trellises into pots and have a great 
big tall plant in there. It’s fine ona 
calm day, but on a windy day it'll 
blow right off the balcony and smash 
the whole thing.” 

You should also make sure all your 
plant containers have drainage holes 
otherwise they'll rot. “You want to 
puta collection tray on the bottom so 
you don’t get staining,” Hole explains. 
“When you do have water collecting 
in the tray, you have to make sure 
your pot doesn’t sit for any length of 
time because it'll rot off.” 

Now you have no more excuses: go 
out there and make that concrete slab 
into something you can be proud of.

Salon's latest stab at making money 
could point to the future of the Web 


“OK, HERE'S THE DEAL,” IS HOW 
David Talbot, the editor of the popu- 
Jar online magazine Salon 

(ww w.salon.com), opened a letter to 
his readers late last month, outlining 
aplan that could end up being either 
4 watershed moment in the evolu- 
tion of the Internet — or the death of 
the magazine. : 

Talbot went on to explain the 
magazine's simple but significant 
new attempt at staying financially 
afloat — to access Salon’s stories, 
readers are NOW required to either 
pay fora subscription or click 
{hrough “multiple-screen’’ adver- 
{isements. 

This is Salon's latest stab at creat- 
ing a Gnarls operation, 
ajter burning through millions of 
dollars during the dot-com‘s boom 
years and saddling itself with an 
enormous debt. 

Spending its early years giving 
away its content for free (like every- 
one else at the time), Salon crafted a 
reputation as a strong, independent 
yoice and was often looked at as the 
model for new-media journalism. 
Today, Salon is arguably still the 

ost important news-oriented Web 
site out there (even if you are a Bush- 
Republican and you hate the 
unabashedly liberal Salon the same 
ay a Layton-NDPer hates the 
National Post). 
But the dot-com bust hit Salon 
hard and very nearly spelled the end 
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of the magazine. Salon has managed 
to stay afloat somehow, mostly due 
to Talbot's determination, but a limp 
online advertising market hasn’t 
made things any easier. 

About two years ago, Talbot 
penned a similar letter to readers, 
saying he had to do something to 
make money or debt would spell the 
end of his baby. A subscription ser- 
vice was installed that blocked “pre- 
mium’ content from those who 
hadn't paid. 








Talbot now says that subscription 
service just wasn’t enough, so he’s 
trying something new. Readers can 
either pay for full ad-free access to 
the site, pay a lower fee for articles 
that contain imbedded ads, or get 
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free “sponsored” content for a limit- 
ed time by sitting through a series of 
ads before accessing the site. 

What's the importance of this? 
Since the glory days of 99, many 
Internet content sites have struggled 
to find a balance between providing 
free content and charging people for 
what they used to get for free. 
Everyone seems to think the current 
“free” system is simply unsustain- 
able, but “fee” is still a dirty word in 
some Internet circles — it’s difficult 
to entice people to open their wallets 
for online subscriptions. 

Salon is one of the first sites to at 
least experiment with new ways of 
doing business, so all eyes are on 
Talbot as his new pay-to-avoid-ads 
strategy rolls out. 

Depending on how often you 
read it, Salon’s $30 yearly fee can be 
a steal — it’s cheaper than a daily 
newspaper and often features much 
better journalism. But if you have 
more time than money, sitting 
through a few ads is hardly a back- 
breaking proposition. 

The timing of Talbot's latest 
scheme is almost as important as the 
scheme itself. For the first time in 
years, some big industry players are 
recording profits. Miniscule profits, 
to be sure, but profits nonetheless — 
for example, CNN recently reported 
that search engine Ask Jeeves 
(www.AskJeeves.com) recorded a $2 
million fourth-quarter profit after 
losing nearly $700 million over the 
past six years, and financial site 
Market Watch 
(www.MarketWatch.com) recently 
posted a $850,000 profit after spend- 
ing $217 million in six years. 

Industry players say those money- 
making ventures are further proof 


that Internet companies have 
learned from past mistakes. But it 
also means that investors are going 
to be less forgiving to companies 
that only know how to spend. 

Perhaps the most important part 
of this debate is something Talbot 
pointed out himself, even if he did it 
in his annoyingly self-important 
way. The death of Salon, he said, 
would mean the death of one of the 
few remaining high-profile indepen- 
dent news voices in the United 
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States following years of media con- 
solidation 

Talbot may be right in that regard, 
but he’s also forgotten his medium. 
Despite media concentration, the 
Internet has given the world more 
voices, more information and more 
diversity than has ever been avail- 
able to global citizens. That isn’t 
going away, even if Talbot can’t talk 
$30 out of your back pocket

Blips, beats and MCs: DJ Vadim’s stable of sound does his talking

DJS ARE INTERESTING PEOPLE, RIGHT? 
Wrong, wrong, WRONG! OH MY 
GOD, you have never been more 
wrong about anything in your life, 
you are so wrong! But don’t feel bad 
about it. It’s an easy mistake to 
make. What with the hiding behind 
mysterious names and personas, 
operating exotic looking music-mak- 
ing machinery like tumtables and 
mixers and samplers and stuff, it 
really does seem like they should be 
interesting; it just doesn’t work out 
that way. 

There's hardly ever a good story 
about the names they choose; unlike 
MCs, who make their livings with 
their mouths at the front of the stage, 
DJs keep to the shadows and don’t 
say much. And all that fancy equip- 
ment? It’s just like anyone who car- 
nies around a boring old guitar: the 
better they are with it means the 
more they've chosen its company 
over that of humans and it shows. 
The best you can hope for in most 
cases is that they've got an intrigu- 
ing hobby or interest apart from 
music. 

DJ Vadim (who calls himself that 
because it’s his first name), for exam- 
ple, studies films. Sort of. Music geek 
that he is, he studies their sound- 
tracks. “If you take some of the 
greatest films of the last 30, 40 years 


and I've tried to incorporate some of 
those elements into my music, even 
though I’m not making a sound- 
track, per se.” 

Vadim is wrong, too. Of course 
he’s making soundtracks! What is a 
prerecorded CD (or record or tape or 
whatever), after all, if not the sound- 
track for whatever someone is doing 
while they listen to it? So if your 
record collection is going to be the 
supercool soundtrack to your life 
that you need it to be, somebody - 
SOMEBODY — has to have consid- 
ered that fact before they made it 
Right? ‘ 

Right. The sad thing is, then, that 
while all you mainstream rap fans 
out there are paying to support 
somebody else’s good life, what's 
someone like 50 Cent contributing to 
yours? Not much. And DJ Vadim 
has noticed 

“When you listen to cc mtempo- 
rary hip hop now adays, you tend to 
only hear perhaps two or three sub- 
jects — money, women, getting 
rich,” he says. “That’s what you hear 
on mainstream radio and music tele- 
vision, so people tend to think that’s 
what hip hop is. But I don’t think 
hip hop can be limited to only those 
topics. You can talk on any subject 
you want to. So whenever someone 
has something else, it sounds really 
different. 

“I wanna convey lots of different 
things. On my albums, there’s funny 
things, somber things, political

and removed the music from them, 
it would be very bizarre to watch 
those films,” he suggests, finding lit- 
tle argument here.

in hip hop? No. But it’s awfully 
good, and varied in its approach. As 
usual, Vadim has packed it with 
high-quality MCs from near and far, 
like Yarah Bravo — who is currently 
on tour with him and resembles a 
Brazilian, female Kool Keith — TTC 
from France and Chicago's Vakill. 
Does it matter to Vadim that these 
artists have virtually nothing in com- 
mon? Yes and no. “Ummm, I see 
myself as bringing people together 
more than getting people who have 
things in common,” he says. “I don’t 
think many of the artists that I had 
on the album would naturally col- 
laborate unless I brought them 
together.” And while the MCs con- 
tribute a multitude of flavours, ie., 
carrots, peas, meat and potatoes, to 
what he calls a “musical stew,”

Vadim, who is sounding more inter- 
esting by the second, provides the 
best and rarest stock and spices he 
can — Indian and African percus- 
sion and rhythms, Asian sounds and 
patterns — which is all fine and 
dandy, except that first he was talk- 
ing like a theorist, and now he’s a 
cook?

“Tm trying to work on really good 
rhythms, with a lot of percussion, 
but sometimes less is more.

It’s taking this show on the road 
that is the problem for Drew. In 
Toronto, it’s not difficult to gather 
the whole crew together for unpre- 
dictable cabaret shows which may 
Or may not reflect what appears on 
Broken Social Scene 
albums. “Every time we 
play it’s a celebration,” he 
says. “And if you’re an 
audience member, you're 


going to be surrounded by 
brother-in-laws and wives 
and kids. We seem to lose 
some of the spirit when we 
play somewhere else 

For touring necessities, a 
solid five-piece lineup has 
emerged, but it’s a struc- 
ture that feels a little unnat- 
ural for Drew. “The whole 


record was basically filled 
with one-takes, so it seems 
so absurd to us to go and 
rehearse before a tour 
People want to start follow- 
ing the lines we did on the 
album, and it’s sort of 
ridiculous for us. Really, we 
should be putting ona dif- 
ferent show every night, 
but we're trying to follow 
the rock ‘n’ roll format for 
this.” 

The presence of collabo- 
rator band Stars on the tour 
will ease this to some 
extent, and allow Drew to 
concentrate on evoking 
emotions he knows are 
bubbling just below the 
surface in any audience. “Smiling is 
actually quite an effort these days,” 
he says. “You can’t dodge it, it’s 
always yellow alert or orange alert, 
and if you have a TV chances are 
you're grinding your teeth at night 
without even knowing it. We're try- 
ing very hard to evoke some kind of 
spirit in people, to just make them 
smile for a couple of hours.”

“WE'RE IN A VAN GOING THROUGH 
Texas and it’s even uglier than I 
thought it would be: flat, dry, 
dusty, lots of Bubbas in trucks and 
idiot malls, and piles of rotting 
tires.” That's STARS lyricist Torquil 
Campbell's wry summation of 
what's unfolding outside his tour 
van. 

The Montreal band he co-found- 
ed a few scant years ago, which 
also consists of longtime friends 
Evan Cranley, Amy Milan, and 
Chris Seligman, exists to fight that 
kind of everyday ugliness. With an 
extensive resume including 
Cranley’s MA in classical music 
and Seligman’s experience playing 
French horn in an orchestra, 
STARS has a lush, poetic style com- 
pared to “thinking man’s pop” 
groups like The Smiths, St. Etienne, 
Belle & Sebastian and The Flaming 
I ips 

But just because they’re not rag 
ing against the machine, doesn’t 
mean they’re without an agenda. 
STARS is driven by a “soft revolu- 
tion,” where art becomes influen- 
tial through splendour, not anger. 

“The most punk thing you can 
possibly do right now... if you real- 
ly take punk for what it meant, 
which was kicking against every- 
thing that was around it... then you 
can’t possibly be more punk than 
creating soft, beautiful, unironic, 
unfashionable music for people to 
listen to when they’re trying to get 
through the day,” explains 
Campbell. 

“Tt seems to be anathema to 
everything that people trust and to 
a kind of sense of cool that people 
have about how things should be 
now. 

“Our generation has got so lost 
up its own ass, and so trapped in 
its cynicism and in its doubt, that 
there's no way back from that. It’s a 
cul-de-sac to me. And so there has 
to be a revolution of thought about 
how we perceive the world. We 
can’t just keep laughing and mock- 
ing as these devils destroy it 
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around us. We have to present an 
alternative.” 

Campbell, who's also a profes- 
sional actor with appearances on 
Sex and the City and Law & 
fearless when comes to infusing his 
lyrics with drama. Lines like “] said 
“You'll die high in the mountains 
wrapped in silver furs / You'll be 
looking for your lover in the mid- 
night sun and you'll perish for 
your lover when the frost has 
begun,” (“Death To Death”) 
embody the transcendent quality 
the group strives for. 

It’s not easy to wear sincerity on 
your sleeve, but these guys practi- 
cally throw it in your face like a 
punch. Putting a photo of lovers 
about to kiss on the cover of an 
album called Heart is one thing, but 
having each band member intro- 
duce themselves on the opening 
track with “I’m so-and-so, and this 
is my heart,” to the strains of gush- 
ing synth is just asking for ridicule 
from the jaded critic. 

Reaction has been mostly posi- 
tive, however, with the group even 
earning substantial radio play in 
the tough L.A. market. 

Perhaps it’s easy to get caught 
up in their epic swirl because 
they're so damn genuine about 
being profound. STARS doesn’t 
use words like “love” in the same 
way Top 40 bands toss the term 
around, It’s not easy to reclaim sin- 
cerity, but at least some are ona 
mission to try, even in esthetic 
wastelands like urban Texas. 

“That's what great pop music is 
all about,” says Campbell. “It’s 
only three minutes long and it’s 
three chords, but there’s something 
that resonates very deeply and is 
very timeless and very consequen- 
tial and big.

The 
Tropic of Hockey: My Search tor the 
Game in Unlikely Places follows him as 
he travels the world in pursuit of the 
true spirit of our country’s favourite 
sport. 

Inthe Hockey Nomad, Bidini's quest 
takes him far from the corporate-brand- 
ed arenas and millionaire players of 
North America’s professional leagues to 
much lesser known rinks in Mongolia, 
Dubai and Transylvania. In each lesser- 
known hockey nation, he discovers the 
origin of the local game, and meets the 
eccentric and colourful players. 

From Dubai, where Bidini attends the 
Mighty Camels Tournament originally 
started by Canuck expatriates, to the 
Romanian town of Ciuc, to deep in the 
heart of Mongolia in Ulan Bator, the film 
shows the humourous, the political, and 
the sometimes violent roots of the 
game.

Multiple Grammy-winner Israel 
“Cachao” Lopez received a star on the 
Hollywood Walk of Fame last week. The 
84-year-old Cuban bass player has the 
2,219th star in the walk. 

The Havana born Lopez and his late 
brother Orestes wrote more than 3,000 
danzones (Cuban ballroom-dance 
tunes). They then created the mambo 
rhythm by blending an African-influ- 
enced syncopation of the danzon (a 
Cuban musical and dance form) with 
North American instrumentation and 
harmony elements of Son. Mambo 
became an up-tempo dance style that 
sparked a craze that swept the world in 
the 1950s. 

Lopez is also widely regarded as a 


+ master of descarga, which fused jazz- 


style improvisation with Afro-Cuban 
rhythms. 





ONCE AGAIN, SXSW, THE ANNUAL 
music industry conference held in 
Austin, Texas, attracted music busi- 
ness professionals, aspiring musi- 
cians and the curious from around 
the world. The Alberta contingent 
this time around included performers 
Corb Lund and Mike Stack. Also on 
hand were Holger Peterson of Stony 
Pain Records and publicist and 
Alberta music promoter Marlene 
D’Aoust. Yours truly and my partner 
Carrol Deen were on hand to scout 
blues acts and wave the flag. 

With over 240 venues presenting 
up to six shows daily, over 1000 per- 
formances compete for the attention 
of press, music buyers and fans every 
day. If you sometimes feel lost at the 
Edmonton Folk Festival keeping up 
with the various workshops and per- 
formers, take that feeling and multi- 
ply it by 10, then spread the venues 
over an entire city. 

On opening night, Wednesday the 
12th, Corb Lund played to a packed 
and very appreciative crow dat B.D. 
Rileys’ on Austin’s’ famed Sixth 
Street. His music struck a chord and 
was very well received by the assem- 
bled crowd. Mike Stack had showcas- 
es later in the week. 

In this observers’ opinion, some of 
the best musical happenings were to 
be found on the fringes of SXSW at 
an event loosely organized by a 
group of local bar, restaurant and café 
owners. “Not SXSW” gave usall a 
look at the local acts that have peren- 
nially been shut out of the “official” 
SXSW event, acts that make Austin 
and Texas home but rarely get the 
respect they deserve.

Last summer, when the Waifs 
returned for an encore at the Fest, 
they brought along a trunk of new 
songs and some of those have 
found their way onto their new 
album, Lip All Night. Recorded part- 
ly over a two-week break in LA, 
and then completed at home, the 
songs aren't all as upbeat and 
poppy as those found on their pre- 
vious effort, Sink or Stim, but 
Simpson says that they’re pleased 
with the results. 

“It’s so much the album we want- 
ed to make. It’s the only one J can 
listen to,” she explains. “I think it’s 
so much more true to what the 
band wants to do.” 

The new record contains songs 
written over an extended period of 
time, and one of the older numbers, 
“London Still,” has caught the 
attention of fans all over, especially 
those back home. 

“I was sad when I wrote it, sick 
when I recorded [it], and people 
have really latched onto that song. It 
has gone through the roof since 
we've been away.” 

They’ ve been road rats since they 
first drove away from their home in 
Western Australia years ago, and 
Simpson relishes the journey. She 
says that leaving home, wherever 
that may be, isn’t that big a deal. 
She values her time traveling, even

perfect, Hellalive gets hellapredictable and hel- 
laredundant awfully quick, Machine Head's 
down-tuned nu-metal riffage flirts with the 
occasional rap vocal rhythms just as awkward- 
ly as on any of their studio records with noth- 
ing added and nothing lost.

TRACK NINE BEGINS WITH A MUDDLE OF VOICES, 
a crackling, audio wormhole into the past. 
‘Why don’t you play it acoustic?” pleads a 
young man with a British accent, as others are 
heard murmuring in agreement. “If you play 
with us we can follow you better... see what 
you're doing 

Oh man, c'mon,” growls The Master, his 
low and gruff it's beyond guttural, 
emanating somewhere deep within his 
abdomen. He be to try and explain, but 
words fail him so he just starts to hammer out 
the main riff, simply counting between each 
phrase “One... Two... Three... Four... and 
BOOM! 

Let's do this,” he commands. The lesson 
is over and the assorted musicians, nerves 
apparently abated, aligned themselves with the 
electrical charge of their teacher and perform 
a masterful reading of “The Red Rooster.” 

Such are the sublime moments that grace 

The London Howlin’ Wolf Sessions, a stellar 
document of the transcontinental convergence 
of an American blues icon (Wolf) and the rock 
royalty that gained fame by worshipping at his 
altar (the Rolling Stones’ Bill Wyman and 
Charlie Watts, Eric Clapton and Steve 
Winwood at the core, plus the Plastic Ono 
Band's Klaus Voorman, the Stones’ key- 
boardist, lan Stewart, and a pseudonymously 
credited Ringo Starr). 

Wolf may have been on their turf, but 
there’s no doubt who was holding court when 
this album was recorded in the spring of 
1970. The Stones had cuta single of 
“Rooster” in '64 and brought Wolf to appear 
on the British show Shindig two years later, 
and the name Eric Clapton probably never 
would have ended up as part of the popular 
lexicon had he not studied the ‘ol man’s play- 
book so closely. 

That's ancient history now; what makes 
this new news is this sumptuously packaged 
and crisply remastered CD edition. Brought to 
you by the same folks who assembled last 















r’s reissue of the year, The Who: My_ 
Generation (Deluxe), the London Sessions fea- 
tures the same treatment: extensive liner 
notes, a bonus CD of rarities and outtakes and 
a weighty, exquisitely designed digipak that'll 
actually make you feel like you've got your 
money's worth (unfortunately a rare case 
these days) 

it’s the sessions that really count, of 
course, and note-for-digitally-upgraded-note 
they still deliver. From the playful boogie on 
“Rockin’ Daddy” that gets things going to the 
menacing and anthemic “official” wrap, 
"Wang-Dang Doodle” (three bonus tracks fol- 
low), Wolf & Co.'s efforts amount to no less 
than a grand summit, made all the more 
romantic due to its place ina different kind of 
blues crossroads: a last hurrah, square 
between the ‘60s grand experiment — the 
cross-pollination of British youth with African- 
American music — and the slow decline of the 
art through excess and commercialism that 
would follow in the decade to come.

Honest eats 


Informal dining, Chilean style

THE TIMES I'VE TRAVELLED ABROAD, 
I’ve found that I don’t often want to 
eat fancy meals in nice restaurants. 
Generally, and sometimes to my 
own gastrointestinal distress, | want 
to eat what everyone else eats. I 
want to sit at the lunch counter and 
sample the indigenous sandwich, 
the daily soup, the breakfast pastries 
and strong coffee, just about whatev- 
er they see fit to preserve in brine. 
Maybe it’s a sense of belonging I'm 
after, a moment of inclusion in the 
daily routine that makes me feel, 
however briefly, unlike a tourist. 

Los Andes gave me that interna- 
tional lunch-counter feeling without 
the expense of world travel. The 
flags, maps and meagre decorations 
on the humble space proclaim the 
Chilean origins of the proprietors, 
and the simple menu bears out the 
impression that there’s nothing too 
fancy going on in the kitchen. But 
just as the hostess’ welcome makes it 
seem like she’s been expecting you, 
the honest lunch set before you 
makes the world feel a little smaller, 
a little more familiar. 

Before we ordered any food, my 
lunch date and I decided the chilli- 
ness of the day should be combatted 
with a couple of glasses of sangria 
($4), usually made with red wine, 
fruit juice, sometimes brandy and 
fizzy water. This fruity vino, we 
ted like summer and we 
our hands to keep from 
slugging our drinks back 

| was tempted by the Lomito 
($4.50), a sandwich of thinly sliced 
pork and avocado, while my com- 
panion was lured by the Chacarero 
($6 with fries), a beef sandwich with 
tomatoes and marinated green 
beans. They were out of pork, but 
offered beef in its place on the 
Lomito. 

Wednesday’s lunch special is bar- 
becued chicken for $5.95. My lunch 
date and I were entranced by the 
sandwiches, but we couldn't help 
feeling a twinge of regret as the adja-

cent table received a platter bearing 
half a grilled chicken, some fries, 
salad and beans. | tried not to stare, 
but man that chicken looked juicy. 

The daily soup ($2) was modestly 
described as bean soup, but when it 
arrived, it proved to contain 
spaghetti noodles and spicy rounds 
of sausage bobbing alongside the 
tender beans ina rich, perfectly sea- 
soned broth. 

The sandwiches came on toasted 
homemade buns that would be deli- 
cious all by themselves. They con- 
tained only a couple of thin slices of 
grilled meat each, but this worked in 
their favour. It allowed the flavour 
of the bun and the other components 
to come through. A few squirts from 
the bottle of Vietnamese sriracha hot 
sauce on the table brought my sand- 
wich up to the preferred level of 
spiciness. 

The soup and sandwich were 
pretty filling, but it seemed wrong to 
go to a Chilean place and not sample 
the empanadas. The beef empanada, 
our friendly hostess explained, was 
too heavy after a full meal. We were 
enjoined to consider the cheese 
empanada instead, so as to still have 
room for dessert. We acquiesced. 

Empanadas are essentially stuffed 
turnovers. The cheese empanada 
($1.50) was deep fried and disgorged 
a pool of golden melted mozzarella 
when its crispy exterior was punc- 
tured. More hot sauce. I also wanted 
more sangria, but thought better of 
it, as a siesta wasn’t in the cards for 
me that afternoon. 

Finally, the torta ($3) arrived, a 
sizable slab of dessert built from 
flaky layers of sugary pastry and 
mortared together with caramel. I 
only managed a few mouthfuls 
before conceding the fullness of my 
stomach. My companion claimed 
the remainder for later snacking. 

Our belly-bursting feast came in 
under $30, which is not only cheap 
for lunch but many times less expen- 
sive than a plane ticket to South 
America. With savings like that, how 
can you afford not to eat at Los 
Andes?

The kids: alright? 


Are we getting too wound-up 
about kiddie porn? 


ITS A CONVINCING ARGUMENT 

Lianna McDonald is sitting across from 
me at a restaurant in downtown Winnipeg 
telling me about cybertip.ca, a citizen 
watchdog site created by Child Find 
Manitoba in May 2001, and designed to 
expose kiddie porn online. 

Still, | have to question whether it'd be 
more effective to have sunk the $600,000 
in federal and provincial funding for this 
pilot project into creating better resources 
for cops and experts who know where to 
find this stuff. You know, rather than using 
it to sift through dozens of potentially false 
reports by over-reactive citizens to find one 
or two real sources of kiddie porn 

McDonald doesn't bite 

“How can you say ‘Don't do it,’ or that 
it's not good enough because you're only 
catching 20 out of 150 million people 
involved?” McDonald counters. “If you 
catch the people who manufacture this 
stuff, you've at least stopped the victimiza- 
tion of a handful of children who were 
being violated.” 

| appreciate her point 

But | was still uneasy 

“It’s like trying to kill a flea with a 
nuclear bomb,” offers Dr. Marty Klein, an 
American sex therapist, lecturer, and author 
of the Sexual Intelligence newsletter 





(www.sexualintelligence.org) when ! raise 
my concerns with him over the phone. “The 
truth is, the amount of child porn that’s 
available is very, very small when you think 
of everything's that’s available to everyone 
all the time, And it’s not that easy to find 
You have to really want to find it.” 

Fact is, in the nine years I've been writ- 
ing this column and researching sexually 
oriented material online, I've never come 
across anything that fits the legal definition 
of child pornography. So, | ask McDonald, 
how is it that the average person even finds 
child porn to report it? 

“People who are into this stuff are using 
programs children use, file sharing pro 
grams like WinMX,” she explains. “Let's 
say | was searching Destiny's Child and I’m 
a 12-year-old girl. All of a sudden, I'd come 
across some of the most horrific child 
pornography you've ever seen.” 

| don't download music but my 
boyfriend does. Granted, he’s not a fan of 


Destiny's Child, but he’s never reported any 
such horrors. 

Even as horrific as this stuff might be, 
though, !’m not convinced mere exposure 
is enough to turn us all into pedophiles. By 
that argument, McDonald — as well as the 
law enforcement guys looking at these 
images — should be out buggering chil- 
dren. 

“There is this idea that adults look at 
these pictures and it motivates them to 
have sex with children,” says Klein. “I'm 
here to tell you that if an adult is going to 
have sex with a child, he’s going to do it 
whether he looks at a picture or not. It's not 
like most of us can resist ice cream as long 
as it’s not in front of us. The internalized 
psychological barriers that prevent adults 
from having sex with children are enor- 
mous.” 

McDonald sticks by her argument. Even 
if cybertip’s efforts are just a drop in the 
bucket in terms of ferreting out Internet 
kiddie porn, she says, it's better than sitting 
back doing nothing 

“Just because we have the technology 
and it's here to stay, doesn’t mean we just 
throw up our arms and say, ‘Oh well, that's 
too bad, just grin and bear it,"" argues 
McDonald, who insists her organization is 
adamantly pro-Internet 

Klein's not so sure. He thinks groups like 
this actually do more harm than good 

“If, in our attempt to protect children, we 
wind up scaring the hell out of them about 
sexuality, | don’t know that we've gained 
very much,” he says. “If the price children 
have to pay to be safer — not safe, 
because no one is 100% safe from any- 
thing — from exploitation and manipulation 
is to be turned into frigid beings, | don’t

“There are a certain number of adults 
who are coercing children to have sex with 
them, and | don’t think that’s good for any- 
one.”

able goal, Klein believes that, “Childs, 
beautiful sexy beings and it’s unreal | 
think that nobody ever looks at them thal 
way.” :

We're clearly not there. But in the mez, 
time, | don’t think the answer is to creajp.
